Tlie  v-ater  supply  continues  to  be  most  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity.  In  the  year  under  revievf  no  bacteriol- 
ogical'’exairination  v.'as  made.  In  future  there  is  to  be 
bacteriological  control. 

The  total  v/ater  consumed  was  35,868,000  gallons,  an 
increase  of  six  million  galhons  on  the  previous  year.  This 
represents  an  average  daily  consumption  of  31  gallons  per  head 
per  da;;,*.

The  follov/ing  is  ray  report  of  the  Sanitary 
v;ork  carried  out  during  the  j'ear  ending  31  Deceraher  1937. 

Periodical  inspections  of  the  district  have 
been  nade  fron  tinie  to  time  and  inforraal  notices  being  served 
for  uhe  abatement  of  nuisances  when  found  necessary. 

Visits  of  inspection  of  the  coi-vsheds, 
dairies,  milhshops,  slaughterhouses,  balce  offices  and  workshops 
etc.  have  been  made,  and  the  various  premises  vrere  generally 
found  to  be  kept  in  satisfactory  condition, 

T'-.ore  ;:ro  19  registered  cov/keepers  and  11 
retailers  of  milk  including  4 milk  shops,  the  approximate 
number  of  cows  in  milk  284. 

LOTIEIABLE  ILEECTIOUS  DISEnSSS. 


50  cases  of  ^carlet  fever  have  been  notified  and  after 
the  removal  of  the  patients  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  the  bedrooms,  bedding,  clothing  etc.  was  thorouglily 
fumigated  and  disinfected. 

EC  CD. 

The  ^ounty  Council  is  the  responsible  authority  for 
the  a'dmini  strati  on  of  the  Sale  of  Eood  and  Drugs  Act.  The 
Chief  Constable  arranges  for  saraples  to  be  taken  periodically 
and  also  by  arrangement  in  special  cases. 

RI'.TRS  .CD  3ATHIITC. 

The  River  Taveney  has  sho-v/n  no  signs  of  pollution,  the 
bed  of  the  river  has  been  well  dragged  and  there  is  a good  , 
ilc-.T  of  ■•;ater.  There  are  no  svmmming  baths  or  pools,  other 
than  from  the  barhxs  of  the  river. 

D?^T:hA(S  Jc 

The  district  is  drained  by  the  old  storm  v/ater  sev;ers 
to  cinches  and  the  river,  and  by  the  new  sewers  to  the  three 
pumping  s-'ations  and  outfall  v/orks . No  complaints  have  been 
received  and  the  systems  have  been  vrorking  most  efficiently. 

CLOSET  ACCTICDATECi: 

There  are  57  earth  closets  with  removable  receptacles 
and  nhese  are  collected,  emptied  and  cleansed  weekly.  They 
are  mostly  situated  outside  the  sev/er  area,  or  are  too  lovr  to 
be  converged  and  connected  to  the  sev/er.
